Dear Mr. McMullen: 

This is the initial agency decision on your April 3, 2018, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request, 5 U.S.C. § 552, to the Department of State (DOS) for five specific cables sent and/or 
received by officials representing DOS and/or its organizational components. The DOS, Office 
of Information Programs and Services received your FOIA request on April 11, 2018, and 
assigned it the tracking number at the top of this letter. Please include the tracking number in all 
future communications concerning this FOIA request. 

A search of the Central Foreign Policy File (the principal record system of the DOS) was 
conducted, resulting in the retrieval of five cables responsive to your request. After carefully 
reviewing these records, we determined that one of the cables is appropriate for release in part. 
The denied information is exempt from release pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), which concerns 
material the release of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of an individual's 
personal privacy. The remaining four cables are still under review and will be provided as soon 
as possible.
